PETERSBURG, April 21.—The last 
document left by Baron Toll, the arctic ex-

directly since he left the yacht Zaria in 1902 
and started for Bennett islandand whoddte- 
ported to have perished in the Arctic ocean, 
has been found by Lieut. Kolchak. It is 
dated at Paul Keppen bay, Bennett island, 
Nov. 11, 1902, and is as follows: 

“ Accompanied by Astronomer Seeberg and 
two traders, ! left the winter quarters of the 
Zaria in Nirpich bay onJuneT. We proceed- 
ed by the northern shore of Koteinyi and 
Thaddous islands to Cape Vysoki and on 
July 13 we headed for Bennett island. The 
ice was rather broken on July 25 and we pre- 


pared to take to two * baydars’ (native 


ts). Here we killed the last of our dogs., 


| Slow Ride on an Ice Flee. 
. “ The ice fioe on which we camped in four 
and a half days carried us forty-eight miles 
on our course, but bearing off. We left it 
July 31, créssing the remaining twenty-three 
miles’ to Bennett island on the ‘ baydars,’ 
landing Aug. 8 at Cape Emma." 

The document includes the results of As- 
tronomer Seeberg’s survey of Bennett island, 
by which it is shown to be an offshoot of 


the central Asian plateau. It is composed‘ 


of the oldest Cambrian strata, broken by 
outflows of basalt, which cover brown coal 
measures. The remains of coniferous vege- 
tation and the bones of mammoths and other 


quaternary animals, bared by the action of 
the water, were seen in the valleys. 


Ate Herd of Thirty Reindeer. | 


In addition to white bear and walrus the 


party found a herd of thirty reindeer, on 
the flesh of which they lived and out of the 
skins of which they made indispensable 
garments and foot gear for the wintry voy- 
age back.

cies of gulls which were seen. Eagles, fal- 
cons, and flocks of geese were also observed.

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THREE BANDITS 
10 HANG TODAY. 


| Neidermeier, It Is Thought, | 
Will Be Executed First, | 
After 10 O'Clock. 

SAY LAST FAREWELLS. 


ttorneys Seek ‘ing to Secure a 
Stay, but Prisoners Them- 
selves Have No Hope. 


Between the hour of 10 o'clock and noon 
today. the “car barn bandits,’’ Harvey Van 
Dine, Gustav Marx, and Peter Neidermelier, 
will be hanged on a scaffold in a corridor in 
the Cook county jail. 

None of the condemned men has apparently 
a vestige of hope remaining. During yes- 
terday Van Dine and Neidermeler were 
.| buoyed by the last efforts made to secure a 
slight delay in their execution. 
indifferent. Before midnight all admitted 
they would hang this morning.

During the evening Sheriff Barrett called 
eill for a police guard and 
twenty-five patrolmen were detailed to guard 
the jail all night.

Neidermeier May Go First. 
.Neidermeiéer probably will be the ‘first of 
the bandits to be executed.

Says Good-By to His Mother. 

Van Dine took a stolid farewell of his. 
mother and his sweetheart, Mamie Dunn, last 
evening in an office of the jail on the second 
floor—his death chamber. The mother had. 
just returned from Springfield, where she 
had gone to plead with Gov. Yates for clem- 
ency. With her was her younger son. 

“Well, what happened?’ asked Van Dine 
when he saw her, evincing no trace of ex- 
citement. 

The bandit knew that her quest had been 
unsuccessful before she answered. 
crying and a guard assisted her to a seat. 
Finally she told her son that the governor 
had left Springfield for Pittsfield, and that 
she had returned without seeing him. The 
governor meanwhile had wired the sheriff 
to permit the mother to pay this last fare- 
‘well visit to her son. 

Van Dine was touched by his mother’s 
He drew his chair close beside 
her and patted her hand. The two talked 
together for an hour. Then the woman rose 
to go, weeping, and he kissed her. A‘guard 
closed and locked the door behind her. 

When his brother left his cell at 11 o’clock 
Van Dine placed his hands on the boy’s 
shoulders and said: 

* Frank, stick to mother. 
Remember what has come to me, 
but live so that what I have done will not 
Tears were streaming down his 
cheeks as he bade his brother farewell. 


Last Gift to His Sweetheart. 

A short while before Van Dine had told 
Mamie Dunn farewell, and had presented her 
with a prayerbook that Neidermeier had 
given him.

Van Dine, April 10, 1904, and willed in re- 
turn, as a gift of love, to Mamie Terese Dunn, 
my syeetheart, April 21, 1904, from Harvey.” 


Last Effort for Neidermeier. 
Asserting that Neidermeier had confessed to 
them the killing of Frank Barrett, a saloon- 
keeper in the stockyards district, Attorneys 
Benjamin Short and Charles Horgan at- 
tempted to secure a delay in that prisoner’s 
execution in order that he might testify in 
behalf of James Sammons and John Lynch, | 
now under death penalty for the murder.

$1,306,000 BONDS. 
New Problem in Traction. 

Securities, 


DOES NOT OWN ONE CAR. 


‘Franchise Gone and Practically 
No Collateral Left to Meet 
the Obligations. 


One,of the many complications connected 
with the Union Traction company came 
prominently to the surface yesterday. There 
are plenty of others like it, but occasion 
put this one to the front temporarily. It 
is: What is to become of the bonds of the 
Chicago Passenger railway, whose - main 
franchise expired at last midnight? : 

There are outstanding $1,306,000 of these 
bonds, drawing 5 per cent, secured on the 
property and franchises of the road. . It has 
no franchises left now,.and the only proper- 
ty on which a foreclosure could be had are 
the rails in the street and a little piece of 
real estate in Western avenue. The latter 
, would not sell for $8,000, and the rails prob- 

ably are not worth taking up. | 


Rails Bonded for $1,306,000. 

The road has no cars, those of the West 
Chicago road having been run over it ever 
since the troliey was installed. It has no 
‘power house, using power of the same com- 
pany. It has not a hofse nor a mule; they 
have all been sold. The two strips of light- 
weight rails which were laid twenty years 


| ago for horse cars are its sole visible asset. 
The Union Traction company has all along 


paid the interest on these bonds, but if it 
cannot get a few franchise it might quit, 
and the holders would have to fall back on 
the rails. : 

Thesé bonds dre the result of some of 
Charlies T. Yerkes’ finafciering. An issue 
of $2,000,000 was authorized in 1806 to run 
-forty years, but $400,000 was reserved. Most 
of those issued were to the West Chicago 
Street railway company. ‘The last sale of 
them was in June, 1900, when there was 
‘much activity in all these securities on ac- 
count of the organization of the Union Trac- 
tion company. They brought 106% then, but 
since have been lost sight of in the market, 
until the expiration of the road's franchise 
raised the question as to what was to be- 
come of them. 
“Jt is one of those things I am not pre- 
pared to answer,’ was the remark of Re- 
ceiver Fetzer when asked about them yes- 
terday. 

Road’s Stock Another Problem. 

In the same category is the stock of the 
Passenger road. ‘There is $2,000,000 of it,. 
and the West Chicago Street railway com- 


» | pany guarantees 5 per cent under its lease. 


If the stockholders cannot get a new fran- 
chise, however, this payment is apt to stop, 
and there would certainly be nothing left 
for the stockholders after the bonds were 
satisfied. 

It was suggested in this connection yester- 
day that out of this condition might come 
the. city’s opportunity to acquire the road. 
The holders of its securities might be willing 
to take Mueller law certificates in exchange 
for their present holdings and give the city 
the property. So long as the interest on the 
bonds is paid, however, there can be no fore- 
closure, and the controlling interest in the 
stock is held by the old West Division com- 
pany. 

Formal Notice from Blocki. 

Commissioner Blocki formally notified the 
officers of the passenger road yesterday that 
its franchise, had expired and the city no 
longer recognized it as having any rights in 
the streets. There is no intention of ousting 
it, however, until the council shall have time 
to consider the. application for a franchise 
now betore the committee on local transpor- 
tation... That committee will take it up atits 
first meeting. © -

This was accomplished by the adop- 
tion of a resolution for an amendment to the 
bylaws providing that the capital stock of 
the Northern Securities company be reduced 
from the 3,054,000 shares now outstanding 
to 39,540 shares, being a reduction of 99 per 
cent. Ninety-nine per cent of the present 
outstanding shares is to be called in for sur- 
render and cancellation. For each share of 
stock so surrendered there will be delivered 
$39.27 of the stock of the Northern cific 
railway company and $30.17 stock of the 
Great Northern railway company, and pro- 
portionate amounts thereof for each frac- 
tion of a share of stock of the Northern Se 
curities company surrendered. 

Hill Votes 2,944,640 Shares. 

James J. Hill himself voted 2,944,640 shares, 
and G. L. Richards of Washington, D. C.. 

voted 100 shares, out of a total of 3.954.000 
shares. This was 308,740 shares more than 
the two-thirds vote required by the lawa of 
New Jersey.

‘the finis on the record of its tenth season. 
Music hall was filled by the club’s subscrib- 
ers, and everything offered by Mr. Wild and 
his men was received with the sincere and 
hearty enthusiasm that it deserved. 

It is no longer necessary to tell of the rare 
excellence of the Mendelssohns’ work. The 
club stands for the best that has ever been 
achieved in the west in the way of male

In the ‘* Monk of the Mountain,’’ which was 
also redemanded, an incidental solo was 
sung with admirable tonal quality and com- 
mendable musical taste by W. F. Larkin. 
_ “In Vocal Combat’ was something of a, 
curiosity, being a blending made by Dudley 
Buck of *“ Then You'll Remember Me” and 
in the Cradle of the*Deep,"’ the 
former being sung first by the tenors alone 
then the basses singing the latter, and then 
the two melodies being combined. It is said 
that the Brooklyn ‘society, of which Mr.

THE WIRELESS IN WAR. 
' {To the Editor of the Sunj—Sir: The 
news that the Russian government has 
given notice that press correspondents using 
wireless telegraphy will be treated as spies 
and shot’should not cause any surprise. In- 
deed, the wonder is that the warning was 
not given long ago. Even in fo r times, 
when the sending of news from an army in 
the field was surrounded by all kinds of re- 
strictions, valuable information was often 
conveyed to the enemy by the mere fact that 
a correspondent was telegraphing from some 
particular spot. With a lot of irresponsible 
free lance wireless news dispatchers project- 
ing their messages through space beyond the 
control of press censors and staff officials, 
and intent only on scoring records for their 
papers, all the combinations of the ablest 
general may be blown to the winds. 

As far back as 1893 the Austrian war 
office had decided that in the évent of war 
ho newspaper correspondent would be al- 


pany an Austrian armyiin the field, They 
would be-kept at Vienna and receive bulle-

WHEAT OUTLOOK. _ 


Nebraska City Elevator Made Irrege- 
lar by Directors Because of Lack of 
Responsibility—Action Reduces Con-— 
tract Stock of Corn 400,000 Bushels— 
Market Not Mach Affected—Wheat 
Strong on Crop News and Better 
Flour Demand. i 


Reports of the better flour demand at Min- 
neapolis, a sharp advance there, and some 
sensational claims as to crop deterioration 
from as widely scattered sections of the 
winter wheat belt as Ohio and Kansas made 
the local market a strong one, although the 
advance here did not equal that In Minneap- 
olis. There was a firm start, with gains of 
&c'to ic at best, the closing prices showing 
net advances of %@%c. The old July sold 
up the most, reaching 87c; but reacted to 
86%c at the close, a net gain of %@*c, while 
the old September gained %c to 82%c. The 
May stopped at 89%%c, a gain of %c. 

The advance at Minneapolis was %@1Kc, 
that market being at all times the stronger, 
and the upturn there having more effect on 
pit action here than any other consideration. 

There was some buying for northwest ac- 
count here, but otherwise the ‘trade was 
largely local, the more or less calamitous 
reports of the rcop ‘condition not bringing 
in much outside buying. There were hints 
from the northwest early of good sales of 
flour made and more working. There seemed 
_fo be more firmness in the cash situation, a 
little more active milling inquiry here, al- 
though not much business resulted. The sam- 
ple market was strong. The seaboard reported. 
export sales at 224,000 bu. Export brokers 
Here said there was no demand for Mani- 
tobas at the market, and no demand either 
for hard winters. 


Conditions in Kansas. 

“The report of Crop Expert Jones on condi- 
tions in the southwest indicating rain badly, 
needed and Kansas, Texas, and Oklahoma, 
together not Ikely to raise over 8,000,000 bu 
more than Kansas raised last year, was one 
of the bull factors. Other grain men were 
even less hopeful, one who had made a tour, 
of the southwest being quoted as saying that, 
Kansas. Texas, Oklahoma, and the Indian, 
territory all together would not raise any. 
“more than Kansas did last year. It was still 
possible to get any sort of an opinion on the 
outlook, however. St. Louis contributed 
the statement of another “ crop expert,’’ who.

@ crop as that of 1908. Reports kept coming, 
from Ohio and Indiana of wheat lands being, 
‘plowed up and those not plowed up promising 
poorly. There were favorable reports of the 
ge of seeding in the northwest except 

n the Red River valley, and the weather up, 
there showed signs of moderating. Winni-. 
peg, however, declared no seeding had been 
@one in Manitoba. 

Receipts were light, Minneapolis getting. 
only 58 cars, compared with 102 last year, 
and primary receipts were 184,000 bu, com- 
pared with 268,000 bu.

Corn Market Upset. 

The corn market was upset for a time by 
the action of the diréctors in declaring the 
Nebraska City elevator irregular, thus 
taking 407.000 bu out of the stock of 
contract corn. There was buying of 
May by Armour, and ‘on this buy- 
ing and the action of the ,directors the 
May price was rushed up from 48%c to 50\c, 
the July getting up to 49%c. But on this 
advance there was heavy reselling of July, 
on which the market yielded quickly, and 


the May dropyred t .ck to 49\c, closing at that 


price, a nct loss of %c. The July dropped 
tv and closed at 485¢c bid, a 
het loss of %c, and \c discount under May, 
compared with a slight premium the day 
before.

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The Nebraska City elevator, a public ware- 
house under the laws of the state of Illi- 
nois, was declared irregular, and its receipts 
also, by the directors of the board of trade 
at a special meeting held yesterday morn- 
ing. While the action was precipitated by . 
the complaint made by the Armour Grain — 
company to the directors Tuesday of the 
failure of the managers of the Nebraska 
City elevator to deliver No, 2 corn to them 
on the presentation of their recoipts, or to 
return the receipts, the action, it was said, 
.was not because of any trouble over the 
quality of the grain. “ The action of the 
directors,” said President W. 8. Jackson, *’ is. 
not a reflection on the quality of the grain 
in the elévator, but on the character of 
the management. The ownership of the 
elevator is complicated with various receiv- . 
erships, and it has been impossible t» find 
any responsible party interested in the house 
to stand back of the receipts and guaran- . 
tee their integrity.’’ The directors have been 
trying for some time to induce some reputa- 
ble grain firm to assume the managemont 
of the elevator, and the action, it is said, 
was taken in carrying out that provision of 
the rules of the board: which says that wore- 
houses shall not be declared regular “ unless 
the proprietors or managers of Such ware- 
house are in good financial standing and 
credit, and are carrying on and interd to 
continue to carry on the legitimate business 
of public warehousemen under the laws of 
the state of Illinois and in accordance with 
the rules of the board of trade of the city o* 
Chicago- and the regulations and renquire- 
ments of the board of directors. A mori- 
bund corporation in the handa of two re- 
ceivers could hardly’ be said to fill any of 
these conditions. The ¢levator is owned by 
the Nebraska City Packing company, a cor- 
poration organised br the Weares, but its 
officers are figureheads, and the preperty ip 
really controlled by the holders of the bonds 
issued when the olevator was built, the Pank 
of. Montreal und the Commercial Nativnal 
bank. The property was leased to the Chi- 
cago Railway Terminal Elevator company, 
an English vorporation, which nar been in 
the hands of a receiver since January. Ip 
fact, It has been ‘n tha hands of tw» reciiv- 
ers, one appinted by ths federal court. and 
the other in proceedings in the state courts.

Western Money Demand. 


Speaking of the situation with western, 
country banks, E. 8. Lacey, president of 
the Bankers’ National bank; said yesterday: 

* Our correspondents generally report 
good demand at home for their funds. Outo 
700 correspondents we have perhaps fifty 
who ask us to buy commercial paper for 
them. The practice of country banks in thi 
particular, however, has materially chang 
in the last four years. They now deal more 
directly with commercial paper brokers than. 
they used to. We find that the buying that, 
is. done through us at this time may arise 
from the fact that the bank is located in a 
section where farmers are well to do and 
borrow little, or the banks may be in a min- 
ing region, where there is little borrowing, 
and in consequence this class of institutions 
employ their surplus funds in the purchase 
of commercial paper. | 

“ Except for the northern part of Iowa we 
have no borrowers among western banks. 
Iowa has had two soft corn crops and the 
cattle purchased a year ago last fall for feed- 
ing purposes did not prove a profitable ven- 
ture, owing to the subsequent declirfe in the 
price of cattle.

The scheme contemplates a special 
agreement among all companies for the 
“excepted cities,” and will go into effect 
when affiliated and other dniake wan join in 


‘writing 90 per cent of all premiums on aplan 
| to be adopted. — 


This organization will be independent of 
the union, only covering the six ¥ excepted 
cities.” The matter is left with the large 
cities committee to call a meeting of all 
companies interested at an early date to 
discuss the situation and if possible agree 
on 4@ set of regulations, It is proposed to 
take up each city separately and deal with 
it according to local conditions, as it is not 
felt that the same rules can apply to every 
city. The salaried local manager will be 


, restricted in the amount of brokerage to 


be paid so that he will have no advantage 
over an agent on a commission basis. 

The compensation of salaried solicitors 
must conform rigidly to brokerage require- 
| ments. Local boards probably will be con- 
sulted, so that there will be no general up- 
heaval or radical disturbance.

> &ppointed, the body will prepare the legisia- 
tion which must be secured from the next 
general assembly to enable the scheme to 
‘be carried out. | 
President Foreman of the county board, 
who is temporary chairman of the com- 
mission, recommended the purchase of thou- 
sands of acres of timber and meadow land 
in the puriieus of the county, which will 
be left in a state of nature, for the enjoy- 
ment of future generations of Chicagoans. 
Twenty-nine Are Represented. 
When President Foreman calied the meet- 
ing to order every member of the commis- 
of twenty-nine was either present or ac- 
@ounted for in communications. Those at- 
tending were D. H. Burnham, John P. Wil-

*. «President Foreman pointed out the poor 
@howing made by the park systems in Chi- 
cago in comparison with the provisions of 
other large cities, and presented his views 
of thé great “ breathing areas’ which Chi- 
cago will need when it is a city of 5,000,000 
inhabitants. Although now the second city 
in the country in population Ohicago is the 
seventh in park acreage, and nineteenth in 
the percentage of population a park acre. 
Mr. Foreman sald his investigation of the 
park question in twenty cities revealed that 
the movement of the day is toward the reser- 
wation of great wooded preserves in the

Foreman Points to Future Need. 


“ What is needed to supplement the pres- 
ent system.” he said, “is the outer pre- 
serves of forest and meadow land unim- 
proved by the art of man. Few of the resi- 
dents of this flat and smoky city know that 
near at hand are wooded hills and valleys, 
and rivers and pure alr. 

“What we need to do is to acquire large 


tracts of these wooded lands, which nature | — 


has placed at our doors. Now, this outlying 
property is cheap. Soon it will be costly, Ina 
few years, so rapid is the growth of Chicago, 
sity life will be extended into these reser- 
voirs of health. Streets will be laid out. 
Sewers will be dug. Acres will be cut into 
building lots. Trees of priceless value will 
be hewn down or left to die from lack of 
water, for the sewers will act as subsoil 
drains.” . 
Awakening on Park Subject. 

Mr. Perkins.. who it a member of the 
municipal small park commission, said an 
awakening on the subject of parks is in 
progress’ in the suburbs to the north and 
slong the Desplaines river. These communi- 
ilies already are taking steps to set aside 
their forest lands before further encroach- 
ments of settlement.
